Engineer Would Drain 
Istokpoga Lands 


Supervisors of the Istokpoga drain- 
age district met at Sebring Friday and 
examined a plan of reclamation made 
for the district by Civil Engineer Ben- 
jamin Thompson of Tampa preliminary 
to forwarding the plan to Fred C. El- 
liot of Tallahassee, chief drainage en- 
gineer of Everglades drainage district 
for this approval. A state law requires 
approval of 4plans. of all sub districts 
by the main district's chief engineer. 

The supervisors of the  Istokpoga 
district’are James H.- Bright of Hia- 
leah, a Mr. Hilton and Senator E. J. 
Ethredge and it contains 103000 acres. 
located south oí Istokpoga Jake and 
west of Kissimmee river. State road 
No. 8 runs through the district. Out- 
lets for surplus water drained from the 
land in the district are to be through 
Indian Prairie canal, which will dis- 
charge into Lake Okeechobee, and a 
canal that is to extend from Istokpoga 
lake:to Kissimmee river. 

Indian Prairie canal, on which work 
has been under way for several years, 
is now near completion, M. F. Meyer 
of West Palm Beach being the 
tractor. The canal that will discharge 
into Kissimmee ‘river will be five and 
a half miles long and wil have a fall of 
98 inches to the mile, This canal will 
be 125 feet wide zt the bottom and 200 
fect wide at the top and be 10 feet deep. 
There will also be a canal, dug by a 
drag-line machine, between — Istokpoga 
lake and state road No. 8. ‘Lateral 
ditches will be cut every halí mile to 
discharge into this latter canal and In- 
dian Prairie canal.
